Gentlemen: 

So help us, we’ll sue! 

Well, on second thought and 
another stiff shot of arnica— 
maybe we won’t go to court— 
but we’ll certainly go to bat. 

’This Is what happened: TTues- 
day night we attended an Im¬ 
portant meeting at the Youth 
Hut which occupies a part of 
the controversial City property 
on East Sierra Madre Blvd. 

It was a large meeting, the 
street was lined with cars and 
the Hut was lined with people. 
We were called upon to make 
a speech and did so, briefly. 
We then made our farewells 
and stepped out into the night. 
But not far. 

Between the steps of the Hut 
and the front gate, you may 
recall, there lies an unchart¬ 
ed wilderness of boulders, 
old broken concrete, dead 
branches, numerous concavities 
and convexities all covered 
over softly with sycamore 
leaves to produce the most 
treacherous tank traps that 
man or nature could devise. 

So we stepped out into the 
night, fell in a hole and disap¬ 
peared from view. 

We said a number of things 
which Clifford Ward won’t 
print. We counted over our 
brui»*s and felt of our joints. 
Then, sitting amidst the boul¬ 
ders and leaves, we commenced 
to wonder why all the debris 
was allowed to remain, why 
nothing had ever been done to 
enhance the natural beauties 
around the Youth Hut. 

By winter’s moonlight the 
bare bones of the old sycamore 
trees are fine and clean-lined, 
silver and shadow. The clumps 
of live oak are dark and an¬ 
cient, rooted where they must 
have been when Don Benito 
Wilson first moved through the 
valley and up into our foot¬ 
hills and then on to the peak 
above. 

We wouldn’t trade one of 
those old trees for all the mani¬ 
cured perfection of our pocket- 
handkerchief Park up town. 

But we do think that if one- 
twentieth of the time that is 
put into tidying the little Park 
were spent In clearing away 
the waste and smoothing down 
the humps and holes about the 
rustic pine Hut—we would at¬ 
tain a piece of civic beauty dif¬ 
ficult to surpass. 

Temple City, down to the 
south of us, is on bended knee 
to the County Supervisors to 
get park area. And what will 
they get—If they get it? A 
square of flat bare land and 
the necessity of starting from 
scratch on a landscaping proj¬ 
ect. 

Here, within our own boun¬ 
daries, somebody threw us a 
natural. And we don’t bother to 
pick up the lettuce. 

We suggest that the Youth 
Hut land be considered as 
much a city Park as the other. 
We believe that a minimum of 
time could be spent in clean¬ 
ing and clearing the unsightly 
waste and the knee-high 
weeds. And the stinging net¬ 
tles. 

(Have any of you gentlemen 
ever sent a troop of 9-year-old 
Brownies Into a nettle patch to 
picnic? Well, don’t do it in an 
election year.) 

We suggest that during the 
rainy season when green- 
thumbed Mr. Lauber can do no 
park work—^that he pot up cut¬ 
tings of Pyracantha and Flow¬ 
ering Maple and other bright- 
berried or blossomed shrubs to 
bring color in under the trees 
and tie the snug little Hut into 
its surroundings. 

We suggest nothing elabo¬ 
rate—the simplicity of the site 
should be retained. We suggest 
only what seems to be eco¬ 
nomical. 

We suggest that all of us stop 
talking and DO something.

Master Plan to Snag Confusion 
Lay for Kids With Legal Snare 


The Kids:

for Sierra Madre. 

The idea that "kids don’t pay 
for fhemselves” was discussed 
in length at a special meet¬ 
ing of the Commission, and it 
went unchallenged by any 
member of the group. 

’The question of child popu¬ 
lation came up as a side issue 
with the reading of a letter 
from Marion W. Day of 303 
West Monteclto Ave., who ask¬ 
ed for a - reclassification of his 
lot from R-1 to R-2 so he could 
build a guest house on his 
property. 

Commission Member Bayard 
Bigelow, in discussing the mul¬ 
tiple dwelling zone problem, 
said: 

"What odbout water? You 
increase the density of the 
population and then what 
am you going to do? 

Secretary Webster Vannler, 
the Commission’s leading pro¬ 
tagonist of big lots, big homes 
and zone upgrading for them, 
said: 

“Tes. and what about 
schools? The cost of moln- 
talnlng schools is all out of 
proportion to what these peo- 
..ple (living in multiple units) 
pay in taxes. I believe in big 
lots (for single family 
homes); the bigger the lot, 
the fewer the children." 

Councilman Herman Barter, 
who sits as the Council’s rep¬ 
resentative on the Planning 
Commission, said that an in¬ 
creasing population here cre¬ 
ated a water problem, but he 
didn’t particularly subscribe to 
the theory of governmental 
economy through “child elim¬ 
ination.” 

"Tou con make it mom ex¬ 
pensive for them to come to 
Sierra Madre, and then may¬ 
be theyll go someploce else," 
Vannler sold, regarding big 
families who are forced to 
live in small homes on small 
lots by the law of simple 
economics. 

Vannler, who is a decllne-to- 
state himself, then let go with 
the punch line: 

"Look at Altadena (where 
the lots ond homes are big 
through deed restrictions). 
All the Republicans go there 
and the Democrats come 
here."

And finally triumphant news that wires were being instalad 
by the Edison Company and "we shall have electric lights in 
a very few days!" .... 

A small town weekly newspaper must be like a journal kept for 
a city. An honest and detailed record of events which make up 
day-to-day living. 

In the NEWS files covering almost half a century, are records 
of births, marriaoes and deaths. The development or new s e cti ons, 
the securing of water rights and the endleu concern that tbey be 
protected. The growth of schools and the passing of the horse as 
a means of rapid transit. 

There are tragic records of the repercussions of two catattrophie 
wars—the calling to arms, departures overseas, return for some, 
starred and wreathrd honor rolls of the dead for others. In a smal 
town those stories leave scars as personal loss cuts across an entire 
community.

This vandalism has taken the form of desecrating 
the resting place of the dead on some six private family lots: In 
one case It was flower Jars wantonly smashed to bits; In two 
other Instances heavy tombstones have been thrown off their 
bases and now He prostrate on the ground; In another, the con¬ 
crete pedestal of a recently erected monument was defaced by 
chipping off a section of the edge; In still another Instance, a 
beautiful oak tree’s baric has been so deeply hacked with axe 
or hatchet In half a dozen places as to mar It for all time; In 
the case of a recently erected wall around a family plot, several 
square feet of stonework were thrown or pushed to the ground 
while the cement was still aMt, and since the wall was com¬ 
pleted the vandals have bnricen off one of the coping stones and 
muddled the crypt Intended for an um. All this happened In the 
section of the cemetery adjoining the end of East Montecito 
Avenue. 

Information is already available as to who one of the offenders 
reputedly is, but it is very evident there are more than one. If all 
parents, teachers, pastors. Scoutmasters and other friends of 
adolescent boys will take It upon themselves to make a few 
common-sense remarks. In a friendly informative spirit, to their 
young folk, on the nature, purpose and sanctity of a cemetery, 
the more mature public sentiment might be activated and so 
spread to the few who need it most. A lot In the cemetery Is, 
Incidentally, as much the private property of its owner as is 
your dooryard or mine, and as such warrants protection to the 
full extent of the law. 

This whole matter is one more reason for all of us to get 
behind the current drive and contribute to the Community Chest, 
which is a major civilizing agency. Sierra Madre evidently needs 
more than its present seven Troops of Boy Scouts, and when 
the last eligible boy becomes a Scout, such vandalism as de¬ 
scribed above will undoubtedly cease, because Scouts are taught 
true sportsmanship. Their Twelfth Scout Law is: "A Scout is 
Reverent”—and no boy who respects that law would be so poor 
a sport as to desecrate the resting place of the dead, who cannot 
strike back.
